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REDS SCHEME TO SEIZE CONTROL OF INDUSTRIES 


Strike is First Step, Declares British Bolshevist Leader Today 


Hines Offers 
Compromise; 
Unless Accepted, Roads 
Will Be Turned Back 


DIRECTOR ^ AGAINST 
GOVT. OWNERSHIP 


Fears of Chaos and Loss By 
Prompt Return of Roads 
Scouted By Hines

W ASHINGTON, 
Feb. 
3.—Govern- 
ment railroad control must be extend­ 
ed for at least three years or be 
shelved at once. 
That is the ultimatum laid down to­ 
day by Walker D« Hines, director gen­ 
eral of railways. 
He proposed a three-year extension 
period as a compromise because of bit­ 
ter opposition in congress to the re­ 
cent five-year recommendation of W il­ 
liam G. McAdoo. 
In any avant. Hines declared when 
he faced the senate interstate com­ 
merce committee today, the present 
21-month limit on government opera­ 
tion Is intolerable. 
He had in mind 
the resolution introduced by Senator 
Cummins to prevent return of the rail­ 
ways to private control before that 
limit expires. 
Hines came out frankly against gov­ 
ernment ownership but earnestly ap­ 
pealed for adoption of the flveyear 
test period. 
He favors private opera­ 
tion by a few companies undsr a prof­ 
its guarantee and strict government 
regulation. 
“I 
think 
a 
three-year 
extension 
would accomplish a threat deal to re­ 
move the difficulties which are inher­ 
ent in the 21 months* plan,” Hines 
told the senate committee. 
‘ Even 
three years would segregate out and 
spread out and in part dissipate the 
unfavorable and psychological factors 
that under the 21 m onths plan promise 
to converge so as to do the maximum 
dam age to the public service. 
“Also the three-year extension would 
give opportunity for legislation im­ 
m ediately following instead of iramed- 
*'>tely preceding the presidential elec­ 
tion. 
“ But,” he added, “I believe the five 
year extension would be much better 
because it would give added stability." 
“Unless a reasonable extension shall 
be granted it will be contrary to the 
public interest to hold the railways 
for the full 21 m onths,” Hines de­ 
clared. 
“We had better term inate the 
control and go back promptly to the 
old system or we should extend the 
control long enough to adm it of an 
adequate opportunity to adopt a radi­ 
cal and new system which will really 
bring about a perm anent solution." 
Unofficial reports at the railroad 
adm inistration are th at unless con­ 
gress votes an extension a proclama­ 
tion will be issued in March turning 
the roads back about June 30. 
Fears 
of 
railway executives and 
others that, prompt return will result 
in chaos and financial loss were scout­ 
ed by Hines. 
“We can only assume a chaotic con­ 
dition by assuming the interstate com­ 
merce commission would omit to per­ 
form its function,” he explained. 
Attacking the commission's propos­ 
al for increased power, Hines said 
present laws give ample power to pre­ 
serve existing rates and for adjusting 
them to meet immediate necessities 
should 
government 
operation 
be 
abandoned. 
Pre-war interstate rates 
could be set asidb in favor of higher 
ones, Hines believes. 
“I would advise the president that 
any relinquishment made ought to be 
on reasonable notice in due and order­ 
ly manner,” Hines said. 
“I confess I 
can see no reason whatever why this 
control should continue simply for the* 
purpose 
of protecting 
the railways 
from an alleged chaotic condition.” 
Hines announced his stand on the 
question of government ownership. 
“I do not personally believe in gov­ 
ernment ownership,” he explained. “I 
believe there can be a form of radical­ 
ly reconstructed 
private 
ownership 
with such close government supervis­ 
ion. including government representa­ 
tions on boards of directors, as will 
give the public and labor all the bene-

A number of supporters of the 
old regime were discovered cir­ 
culating petitions assuring W il­ 
helm that his people still maintain 
their confidence in him. Many sig­ 
natures had been obtained in var­ 
ious parts of the region occupied 
by the Third Army. 
The. Ameri­ 
can authorities are investigating 
to determine who is back of the 
movement, which apparently is 
widespread and probably originat­ 
ed in Bertin.

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NEWSPAPER MERGER

The latest newspaper merger is that 
of the Redlands Fates and Redlands 
Review, reported in the Register's 
news despatches Saturday. 
This important merger comes close 
on the heels of the consolidation at 
San Bernardino of the Index and the 
News. 
As in all other newspaper mergers, 
the one at Redlands was effected with 
the hearty approval and full co-opera- 
\ t i o n of the business men of the town, 
the object being to provide better 
news and advertising service at rela­ 
tively lower rates. 
In Redlands each 
paper had about the same circulation; 
so that an advertiser, in order to cover 
the field, was compelled to use both 
papers. 
By the consolidation he gets 
the circulation of both papers at a sav­ 
ing of about forty per ceut, and the 
town gets a stronger and better news 
service. 
And the best part of it is that (as in 
all c onsolidations) the improved paper 
will soon h ate a considerably larger 
circulation than the combined circu­ 
lations of the two papers before the 
consolidation. 
It was so in Santa Ana. 
The Register's circulation is now over 
1000 in excess of its circulation im­ 
mediately after its consolidation with 
the Blade. 


NOT A PATENT PANACEA 


WANTED-nSCHOOL- 
m m 


Reference was made in an editorial 
in this paper a few days ago to the fact 
that contracts for 800 public school­ 
houses, totaling eighty million dollars, 
have been held up as a result of the 
war, according to but a partial tabula­ 
tion of building conditions throughout 
the United States, which has been 
ntade by the statistical section of the 
division of public works and construc­ 
tion development, United States de­ 
partment of labor. 
It is estimated 
that the completed tabulation 
will 
showr that these school projects, now 
being held 
in abeyance, aggregate 
more than one hundred million dollars. 
In round numbers, this is about one 
dollar per capita throughout the Unit­ 
ed States. 
As school buildings are 
customarily financed on 20-year serial 
bonds, this means an installment pay­ 
ment of about five cents per capita 
per year by the people of this country, 
if they would have their school pro­ 
gram put through at present. 
Assuming that a decrease of 20 per 
cent in construction costs might de­ 
velop during the next four or five 
years (and this is regarded by many 
as a maximum decrease), the immed­ 
iate completion of the nation’s school 
program would involve an excess of 
only one cent per capita per year over 
the per capita cost, even if construc­ 
tion were delayed several years. 
Educators of the country ask, shall 
the country have its schools now at 
five cents per capita per year, or delay 
having them for four or five years to 
buy them at four cents per capita 
per year? 
To interest the nation in 
forwarding this particular work is one 
of the undertakings of this new divi­ 
sion of the department. 
In this pur­ 
pose it has the support not only of 
educators, but of sociologists. 
They 
believe that the nation-wide lack of 
public school accommodations, which 
is known to all, is one of the earliest 
problems that must be solved with 
others that belong to the reconstruc­ 
tion period.

waste, output, price, and labor condi­ 
tions. It fosters speculation In coal,

prompt development. 
Even the leasing provisions afford no 
{protection to fraudulent oil claimants, 
many of whom have already had their 
claims denied by the courts.

Extension of the Y. M. C. A. into 
forty-seven unorganised counties 
of 
California is contemplated in th# new 
reconstruction program of the Califor­ 
nia Young Men’s Christian Associa­ 
tion, for which a budget of $50,000 is 
to be raised this week. In addition to 
maintaining 
its 
present 
statewide 
work with six Y. M. C. A. experts, the 
budget for 1919 will provide for three 
additional or district secretaries. 
Communities such as Eureka, Taft, 
Santa Maria and Merced and a number 
of northern counties of the state al­ 
ready are pressing the State Execu­ 
tive Committee for some form of Y. M. 
C. A. organization and the commit­ 
tee’s program calls for their occupa­ 
tion as soon as means can be provided. 
Where new fields are to be occupied, 
the travelling district secretaries will 
take charge of the organization work, 
it is stated. 
The kind of work to be 
done will resemble the community or 
county type of non-equipment Y. M. 
C. A. work. 
In these communities, 
local secretaries will develop a pro­ 
gram of activities for young men and 
secretaries will develop a program ,of 
activities for young men and boys 
which will include educational, recre­ 
ational and religious work. 
At the present time, California, has 
eleven counties organized by the Y. 
M. C. A.—fourteen trained secretaries 
axe giving full time to this work.

Germans Laugh When He 
Tells Them of Big Thresh­ 
ing Machines 


Sam Ward, eon of Mr. and Mrs. J. 
E. W ard of Tustin, has been made to 
do many things by Uncle Sam that he 
did not like at first, but now admits 
that it was all to his personal benefit. 
Like many other boys who have gone 
into the army service and overseas, 
Ward has seen many things and has 
had his vision enlarged by what he 
has bumped up against in his efforts 
to do his part to put Uncle Sam In the 
high positions he holds throughout the 
nations today. 
He is with the army of occupation, 
and writing to his father, under date 
of December 28, says: 
‘‘Well, dad, if Uncle 
Sam 
didn’t 
make you write now and then, you 
wouldn't would you? Ha! Ha! 
Well, 
he has made me do lots of things, too, 
that I am glad of now. 
^ 
“I am O. K. now. but my leg Is on 
the bum (he has never intimated that 
he was wounded in battle). 
I can’t 
use it now, but it won't be long before 
it will be better. I am just about as 
far in Germany as any of them. Clint 
((tin t Hawkins of Tustin) 
is about 
twenty-five kilometers back, 
but 
I 
never see him. I am riding on a three- 
ton Packard and go all over. I get to 
see lots of the country. 
“There are lots 
of 
people who 
didn’t know what a real home was— 
and I was one of them. If I ever get 
my feet under Dad's table again, 
it 
will be a long time before I get them 
out again. 
It would do lots of the 
boys good to get over here and see 
some of these people and how they 
live. 
I have learned to talk German 
a little—that* is, with the aid of my 
feet and hands. When I tell the peo­ 
ple here that we have milking ma­ 
chines, they tell me I ara crazy. When 
I tell them that we have threshers 
that will thresh several hundred sacks 
of grain a day, they laugh at me. Gee, 
they are thick-headed and dumb. I am 
at Marion-Mousen (I guess that is the 
way to spell 
It) 
about 
twenty-five 
miles from Cbblenz. 
"I have had a box of souvenirs that 
I will send home as soon as possible, 
but don’t let anybody claim anything 
in it. 
I will give them out when I 
get home. 
I have an iron cross that 
I won’t trust to send home in a box. 
“I am coming home some day, but 
don’t look for mo until I get there. I 
can’t tell when that time will be any 
better than you can, but I will give 
you a hint—I am in the Thirty-Second 
Division, and It is called the army of 
advance.” 
Ward is in the 107th Supply Train, 
the same train that Dale Cook of this 
city is in and a brief letter from whom 
is published today.

LONDON, Feb. 3.—The new British 
import regulations are not intended aa 
a discrimination against the United 
States inasmuch as they will apply to 
all nations, the United Presa was offi­ 
cially informed today. 
“I believe America misunderstands 
the import regulations which are ef­ 
fective March I,” said R. E. Enthoven, 
controller of the department of import 
regulations of the board of trade. “It 
is not intended as an embargo but as 
a resumption of war time control, to 
enable the government to keep tab on 
the contractor of imports until Britain 
industries return to peace conditions 
and the government works out a per­ 
manent trade policy. 
“There is every reason to believe 
that American products will be admit­ 
ted on a ratio basis under the license 
system. We are now considering the 
quantity which will be permitted. For 
instance the government probably will 
grant a certain ratio for importation 
of American boots and shoes or auto­ 
mobiles such as 40, 60 or 60 per cent 
of the European Importations. 
“I must say authentically that there 
is no discrimination against Ameri­ 
can manufacturers, as the regulations 
will apply to all nations.”
